"IN FEAR OF WAR. 


European Residents Leaving the Turk- 


ish Capital. 


RUSSIA DISSATISFIED WITH THE REPLY 
OF THE PORTE To THE POWERS. 


France Does Not Think the Struggle Wil 
Begin on the Rhine— Bismarck Dis- 
pleased With the Kaiser's Passport 
Decree—Decidedly Warlike News From 
China—-The Proposed Demonstration. 


London, Sept. 25.—Last advices from Con- 
stantinopie state that foreign residents are 
more aroused than they have been for 
years, and that no doubt is entertained that 
Russia will soon vttack the Turkish capital. 
So pronounced is this belief that some of the 
foreign residents ‘are preparing to leave 
Stamboul for Italy and thus escaped being 
crushed between the combatants. 

The Russian Minister, Nelidoff, hada long 
conference with the Sultan in relation to the 
Sultan’s circular tothe powers, relative to 
the passage ofthe Dardenelles by Russian 
vessels. The wording ofthe circular is said 
to De not satisfactory tothe Russians, who 
claim that the incident wasa matter for set- 
tlement between Russia and Turkey alone, 
and that neither country owes anybody an 
explanation on the subject. 

A Paris dispatch says that although the be- 
lief prevails that war will soon break out, 
nobody anticipates that it will bea war be- 
tween France and Germany. 

Baron von Berlepsch, German Minister of 
Commerce, visited the Frankfort Bourse, and, 
replying to an address from the Chamber of 
Commerce, assured his hearers most em- 
phatically that commercial men could pursue 
their ordinary vocations with a tranquil 
mind. The recent apprehensions, he said, 
were for the most part destitute of any real 
basis. He added: ‘*The best guarantee of 
peace is the will of our august Sovereign, 
which coincides with the will of the na- 
tion.’’ 

The Alsace-Lorraine passport decree, 
which nominally goes into effect in October, 
is already in Operation and the frontier is 
now open. 

The Hamburger Nachrichten contains an arti- 
cle giving vent to Prince Bismarck’s dis- 
pleasure with reference to the passport de- 
cree. 


The Journal De La Meuse of Liege publishes 
an opinion on Belgium’s military establish- 
ment, which the late Count Von Moltke im 
parted toa Belgian General attending King 
Leopold on the occasion of the Iiatter’s 
visit to Berlin. Count Von Moltke said 
in effect that in event of war the

Germany, Belgium had more to fear from 
France; and that Belgium should add 70,000 
more men to her army and adopt military in- 
stitutions suitable for modern requirements. 


WARLIKE IN CHINA.

PREPARATIONS MADE TO RESENT THE PROPOSED 
NAVAL DEMONSTRATION. 


Lowpox, Sept. 2.—Advices from Shanghai 
state that the highest officials at Pekin and 
Nankin expect the European Governments to 
com Dine in a demand for redress for the out- 
rages perpetrated upon foreigners in China. 
The same paper adds that the secret society 
men are also expecting such action upon the 
part of the powers and that they are prepar- 
ing to act whenthe right moment arrives. 
The paper says it is certain that a very 
prominent person has been asked to supply 
war material and drill instructors for use in 
the lower Yang tse Kiang districts. Many 
young men ofthe best Chinese families are 
connected with these secret societies. 

A prominent foreign resident of Shanghai. 
the same paper states, has been asked to 
send estimates to Nankin for organizing a 
brigade of troops, to be disciplined and armed 
according to the English system and to be 
commanded by foreign officers. The same 
resident, it is also said, is asked tostate the 
terms on which he can supply these fast 
steam cruisers, fully equipped for war and to 
be delivered within three months’ time. 

The office of Missions Catholiques, at 
Lyons, France, has received advices from 
China to the effect that the natives had at- 
tacked three monks at Northern Chansi and 
that nothing had been heard from the Vicar 
Apostolic. Fears are entertained for the 
safety of the monks and ninety inmates of 
Chansi Orphanage.

ANDREW JACKSON. 


THE MEMPHIS MURDERER SAVED FROM THE 
GALLOWS BY THE GOVERNOR. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 2.—Gov. Buchanan 
has commuted the sentence to life imprison- 
ment of Andrew Jackson, colored, who was 
to have Deen hanged here to-day. Jackson 
was first sentenced to hand on the 3ist of 
July, but was granted a stay until to- 
day. On the 84 of August Jackson made a 
bold attempt to escape, but was soon recap- 
tured. Jackson had been brought out of his 
cell at the request of a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter who desired to interview him and 
secure his history of his crime. They were 
seated in the rotunda of the jail near the 
front door. Mrs. H. Clay King, who had 
come to jail to see her husband, called the 
jallor and he left Jackson alone with the re- 
porter. The murderer could,see that the key 
was in the lock of the front gate and madea 
break for liberty. Just as he reached the 
gate the ja llor tried to shoot him, put his 
pistol refused to fire,and Jackson got out and 
sped up the street toward a negro settlement. 
The jailer followed him and captured him in 
acabin. He was hid under the bed. 

This incident interrupted the interview, but 
the facts of the murder as they came out at 
the trial are these: 


On Dec. 31, 1899, R. T. and W. A. Myrick 
walked into a clearing in front of a house 
occupied by Jackson's father on their plan- 
tation, near the Mississippi State line in this 
county. Jackson fired from the door of the 
house with a shotgun, killing K. T. Myrick. 
W. A. Myrick, seeing his brother fall,thought 
toavenge him and ran to the side of the 
house, where therewas g window. He was 
met by a charge of slugs, @bich tore his face 
terribly. He fell, apparentiy mortally 
wounded. Jackson went to a negro magis- 
trate, Newson Ford, and gave himseif up, 
stating that both the Myricks were dead, he 
having slain them in self-defense. 

Deputy Sheriff John Powell went to the 
scene of the killing, and members of Jack 
son’s family said the killing was in self -de- 
tense; thatthe white men approached the 
house with their guns presented and threat 
enfng to kill the defendant and his family, 
and that Andrew was forced to shoot. Mr. 
Powell heard the statement of the wounded 
brother to the effect that it wasa deliberate 
assassination, and then examined the gun of 
the dead man, which still lay withthe bod 
in front of the house. It was loaded wit 
bird shot.

The following dispatch from Portland, 
Ore.,was received by the Associated Press at 
an early hour this morning.

No particulars could 
be learned from the Indians who brought the news.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 2%.—The 
Associated Press dispatch from Port- 
land, Ore., concerning the mur- 
Ger of a party of white men while hunt- 
ing on the Upper Yukon River in Alaska, 
shown to-day to friends, has caused grave 
fears to be entertained by the friends and 
family of Hon. E. B. Ewing for his safety. This 

mentioned the name of a young 
Englishman in whose company it is known 
that Mr. Ewing left Sitka fora hunting trip. 
If the dispatch be true there is but little 
doubt that Ewing has, with the 
other whites of the party, fallen 
a victim either to hostile Indians 
or to the treachery of his Indian guides.

HIB BAND PURSUED BY UNITED STATES 
TROOPS. 


The Revolutionary Leader Not Captured, | 
as Reported—Result of the Engagement 

With the Soldiers of Diaz—An Eminent 

Mexican’s Death—The Silent Society— 

Events Over the Border. 


NuEVo LAREDO, Mexico, Sept. 25.—It has 
now been definitely ascertained that Catrino 
Garza, the leader of the force of adventurous 
Mexicans and Texans who invaded Mexico 
last week, was not captured and hanged, as 
reported a few daysago. His band, consisting 
of about 125 men were pursued by a detach- 
ment of Mexican troops, numbering 700 men, 
and overtaken on Sunday last, whena brisk 
engagement occurred. It resulted in the 
killing of several of the desperadoes, but 
Garza escaped. The invaders were broken 
up into small parties, and most of them 
have already crossed the Rio Grande into 
Texas. Garza was seen last night and recog: 
nized by a Mexican of this city a few miles 
above Laredo, where he, in company with a 
score of his followers, forded the river, 
which is now very low. 

A squadron of United States cavalry which 
has been on the watch for Garza’s band, is 
now in pursuit. His capture is almost cer- 
tain. There was never much alarm felt over 
the attempt to bring about a revolution for 
the reason that the people of Northern Mex- 
ico have no faith in the man who had placed 
himself in the lead of the movement. This 
city was placarded with circulars Calling 
upon the people to rise against the tyranny 
of Dictator Diaz, but they had no effect. 


CARLOS PACHECO. 


DEATH OF ONE OF MEXICO’S MOST FAMOUS MEN 
—THE SILENB SOCIETY. 

City oF Mexico, Sept. 2.—Gen. Carlos 
Pacheco, late Secretary of Public Works and 
ex-Governor of Morelos, lived to cengratulate 
President Diaz on the anniversary of his 
birth. He passed quietly away at his home 
in Cordoba, surrounded by his family and 
most intimate friends. He was conscious al- 
most until the last moment, and during the 


forenoon of his last day on earth he dictated 
a telegram of congratulation to President 
Diaz. A few hours before his death he dlc- 
tated instructions about the great ramie 
plantations he had established at Matsoron- 

0, to prove its practical cultivation in Mex- 
foo. 12 also gave orders as tothe work now 
in progress on the railway which he was 
buflding from Cordoba to Matzorongo. 
The deceased was an intimate friend of Pres!- 
dent Diaz. His life was an eventful one, his 
war record being especially brilliant. He was 
a native of Chihuahua and was in dis 52d 

ear. When he reached a proper age he en- 
tered thearmy andin a few years was pro- 
moted to the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. At 
the battle of Pueblo he was wounded 
four times, losing his right arm 
and ieft leg. These injuries put an 
end to his war career, and he retired to his 
hacienda to spend the remainder of his days. 
But he was not permitted to remain long in 
obscurity. His friends brought him into pub- 
lic notice again by electin im to Congress, 
and he continued in politics up to a few 
months ago, having served as Governor of 
Morelos, Provisional Governor of Pueblo 
Secretary of War, Governor of the Federal 
District, Secretary of Public Works and Gov- 
ernor of Chihuahua. 

J. M. Rascon, Mexican Minister to Japan,

Many More Miles of Sprinkling. 


Sprinkling Superintendent W. L. Johnson 
has finished his schedules for next year’s 
sprinkling.

The Missing Mrs. Heberer Found Dead 
on a Vacant Lot. 


WHERE SHE WENT AFTER GIVING 
POISON TO HER CHILDREN. 


Her Husband’s Indifferent Demeanor 
Occasions Much Comment—The Body 
Hauled Past the Door of His Factory 
This Morning While He Sold Sausages 
~The Children All Out of Danger. 


The body of Mrs. Otto Heberer, who disap- 
peared from her home, 217 South Broadway, 
at 6 o’clock yesterday morning after adminis- 
tering arsenic to her three little sons and 
swallowing a big dose herself, was found in a 
decomposed state ina mass of weeds ona 
vacant lot near the corner of Vir- 
ginia avenue and Osceola street 
this morning. The City Undertoker’s 
wagon was summoned andthe remains con- 
veyed to the Morgue, where they were posi- 
tively identified by Mrs. Geisler and other 
neighbors of the deceased. Arrangements 


late home where she made such a determined 
effort to kill her little child ren as well as her- 
self. It appears that after taking the pol- 
son yesterday morning she boarded a 
South St. Louis car and road to Osceola 
street, where she got off and crawled under 
a plle of weeds to die.

PASSED THE DOOR. 

The City Undertakers’ wagon came up 
Broadway with the wagon and the driver, 
acting on the impression that there was no 
doubt that the body was that of Mrs. 
Heberer, intended to stop in front of 
Heberer’s place at 2617 and deliver 
it to him, Officer Stewart stopped 
the wagon a short distance from the house 
and called to Fred Zuber and others who 
knew the deceaged to ask them if they could 
recognize the body. The remains were badly 
decom posed, and while they were inclined to 
believe the remains were those of Mrs. He- 
berer, yet they were not sure. Instead of 
stopping in front of the house the 
wagon proceeded tothe Morgue. While the 
wagon was passing Heberer stood behind the 
counter in his shop selling bologna, heber- 
wurst and other sausages to his customers. 
He was doing a rushing business, and the 
house-girl, Lizzie Groof, was assisting him, 
The neighbors seemed more interested 
in the wagon and its contents than Heberer. 
When a police officer told him that a lady an - 
swering the description of his missing wife 
had been found, he rquested some of the 
neighbors to go tothe Morgueand view the 


remains. 
TAKES IT COOLLY. 

In the meantime he remained in his shop, 
selling 1 ham and other sup- 

lies as though nothing extraor- 
Sinary had happened. A Post-DisPatcu 
reporter calleu at his shopafter the friends 
of the missing woman had started for the 
Morgue and found the proprietor busily at 
work behind the counter. After he had cut 
and weighed a pound of dried beef fora lady 
customer he turned to the reportorial vis- 
itor. He was asked if he had seen the 
body and he replied in the negative. 
‘*Some of the neighbors have gone tothe 
Morgue, and we soon know certainly if 
the dead body is that of my Wife, he said, 
displaying some agitation at the same time.

P. S.— Tou might infer from the above that 
if I had fhe money to make the race I would 
be acandidate. I would not use it for that 
purpose if I had a million. I was offered 
money three years ago sufficient to have 
nominated me, Ithink, but I would not ac- 
cept for the reason I would have been under 
too strong obligations to the parties who fur- 
nished it. Iam satisfied that I could com- 
mand all the money that would be necessary 
to make the race, but I would never havea 
homination that way, and unless there isa 
change from the last campaign that is the 
way it will be done. A. P. M. 

Gov. MOREHOUSE was a Democrat whose 
faith in the masses and in the machinery 
of his party inclined him to endure any 
personal sacrifice in their behalf without 
complaint. Such an admission of corrup- 
tion in the working of the party machinery 
as is contained in this private letter toa 
friend could not have been wrung from 
him in a public statement. Those who 
were behind the scenes pending the Noland 
settlement know how hard he worked and 
how readily he parted with his own money 
to save the State from loss and his party 
from disgrace. Nor was he capable of 
crediting the corrupt use of money with 
such decisive control over a Democratic 
nomination for Governor except upon the 
most painfully conclusive evidence. He 
Was a careful and shrewd weigher of evi- 
dence, and he had been in politics long 
enough and made canvasses enough to be 
familiar with the rdpes and pulleys’’ 
throughout the State, and to know the 
dollar mark when he saw it in the work of 
delegation manipulators.

The Light of Investigation Lingers Upon 
Ons Special Group. 


PROMOTED 8 8” AND PLIABLE Di- 
FURNISH ITs FIGURES. 


The “Petticoat Pull’ in the School Board 
and Ite Deplorable Effect Upon the 
Corps of Innocent Lady Teachers— 
Startling Disclosures Following the 
First Secret Service Exposure—An Evil 
Unmasked to the Public—Letters From 
Teachers. 


The scandal aroused by the proposition to 
establish a secret service system in the pub- 
lie schools of St. Louis, is now centralizing 
its feree search-light upon one group of ob- 


jects. 

When the President of the School Board 
and the Superintendent of Public Schools 
first expressed through the SuxNDAY Post- 
DrspatTon, their belief in the necessity 
for paid spies to dog the footsteps of 
lady teachers on occasion, the general im- 
pression produced was that all ‘‘suspects’’ 
among the lady teachers must inevitably be 
brought to ans wer for their misdeeds before 
school officials so determined upon purifica- 
tion as to advocate such a system of espion- 
age in its behalf. 

And while the popular condemnation of 
the praposed detective methods suggested by 
those School Board officials was instan- 
taneous and unmistakable there was at first 
no doubt expressed of the honesty and cor- 
recthess of purpose which might have ied 
President Miller and Supt. Long tosuch a 
mistaken decision as to the means to be em- 
ployed. 

The secret service system was felt to be an 
instance of frightfully misguided zeal on the 
part of those officiais, and in that light its 
advocacy was warmiy denounced. 

The first significant expression, foreshad- 
owing subsequent developments, following 
the storm of popular indignation awakened 
by such official views, wasto the effect that 
if paid spies were to be employed in the work 
of ‘*purifying’’ the public schools, they 
should be placed upon the trall of the school 
directors themselves. 

Developments following the Post-D1sPaTcHu 
exposure of the secret service movement 
have been of a nature so strangely contra- 
dictory as to warrant a public belief that the 
above suggestion wus a timely one. 

In the very face of the vigorous proposition 
to ‘‘shadow’’ all ‘‘suspect’’ lady teachers, so 
that conviction or acquittal on complaints of 
immorality made against them might 
be secured, there came startling charges 
that certain flagrant cases of that nature 
already existed and were talked of openly 
in the board itself; that they had existed for 
years, but without the faintest attempt of 
any sort of investigation, and that the very 
teachers affected by them were the ones 
invariably selected for promtion by the 
board whenever appointments arose. 

Director Bartholdt told of one lady teacher 
whose misdeeds were a matter of tradition 
in the board,.“ against whose promotion he 
voted on account of the stories of those mis- 
deeds, but who had nevertheless been pro- 
moted, and who is still in the service of the 
board as one of the corps of lady teachers. 

Another director told of a case where 
charges against a lady teacher were filed with 
Supt. Long accompanied by the sworn evi- 
dence of their truth, which charges were 
never heard of by the coard, nor subjected 
to any investigation whatever, and which, 
for some unknown reason, appeared to have 
been most effective suppressed in the 
pigeon- holes of Supt. ne s desk. 

Ex-Director Hogan confirmed Director 
Bartholdt’s story, and stated distinctly that 
the only element of scandal among the ranks 
of the lady teachers of the public schools lay 
in the cases of those certain lady teachers 
rabout whom scandalous stories were told 
openly, but who were nevertheless invariably 
promoted whenever promotion was possible. 

These open charges of scandalous ‘‘petti- 
coat pulls“ in the School Board have been 
accompanied and followed up by detailed 
stories explanatory of the pull, and the 
stories bring in the names of certain School 
Directors pocalianiy subject to the slightest 
exercise of the pull. 

It is upon this one especial group of lady 
Suspects“ and pliable school directors that 
the fierce search-light of genuine a oe oy 
tion aroused by the secret service scandal has 
been centralized. For the of the public 
schools of St. Louis, that light may not be 
turned away from thig group until the scan- 
dal that has affected the entire corps of lady 
teachers shall have been fastened upon the 
ya few who alone caused necessity 
or it. 


GENERALLY RECOGRIZED. 

A lady now teaching in the public schools of 
St. Louis sad yesterday that this fact of 
suspicious auenes with School Board 
Directors was so generally recognized 
throughout the corps of lady teachers that 
even the most ambitious and deserving of 
them sharnk from the prospect of working 
legitimately to secure their own promotion.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


A Most Encouraging Outlook for the Fall 
and Winter. 

The state of the stock and money market is 
regarded as most encouraging by Third 
street brokers, anda general advance all 
along the line is predicted. Two factors 
have appeared which had not 


been counted upon, the failure of 8. V. White 
& Co., and the refusal ofthe Missouri Pacific 
directors to deciare a dividend. But these 
misfortunes have only strengthened confi- 
dence in the monetary situation. Under 
ordinary conditions the effect would have 
been a decline all along the line. But the 
failure of White had no appreciable effect 
upon the market, and the action of the Mis- 
souri Pacific directors seems so far to have 
affected that stock alone. A better 1 of 
the buoyancy and solidity of the market, it is 
stated, could not have been furnished 
confidence “is believed to have been 
increased rather than diminished by the 
events of the last few days. One reason 
given for this, by many Considered to be the 
principal reason, is the unexpectedly large 
shipments of gold from Europe to this 
country. As is well Known, the fnanciai 
situation of the countries of Western Euro 
is by no means favorable, The failure of t 
Baring Bros. caused a great amount of 
American securities to be sold, and a drift of 
gold Eastward. complete or partial 
failure of the Europeah crops com- 
ing shortly afterwards, still further com.. 
2 cated the situation, and it was 
elieved by many that when payment for the 
imports of grain fell due, that instead of re- 
turning gold Europe will sell American se- 
curities. That some part of the $70,000,000 of 
exported gola would return to this country 
was inevitable, but in the opinion of a num 
ber of influential financiers by far the ater 
dort ion would be retained abroad. This feel- 
ng has for several months partially para- 
lyzed the stock market, and rendered specu- 
lators cautious. The developments of the 

st two weeks have, however, shown 
hat not only will ail gold 
exported be returned, at least 
in all probability, but a large additional 
amount of money, from England, France and 
Germany will be sent to the United States for 
investment, in fact the tide has already set 
in. So, far from 1 to dispose of Amer- 
ican securities, Europe is anxious to obtain 
more. Thecause for this is tobe found in 
the general industrial depression throughout 
Europe, which renders investments unprofit- 
able there. Those capitalists who hold Amer- 
ican securities are exceedingly unwilling to 
art with them, and London and 
aris cables indicate that home in- 
vestments are being sold out, and 
the money put into American stocks and 
bonds at the present time English capitalists 
are among the most persistent bulls on Wall 
street. The effect of these purchases has 
been to increase the stock of money in this 
country, loans are easily obtained and all 
other points left out of consideration, it is a 
proverb among financiers that abundant 
money means a bull market. That the fail- 
ure of White & Co. Ras not dragged 
down any other houses is a remark- 
able feature and one that can 
scarcely be paraileled. A reason given 
for this is that the firm was really on its last 
legs in November, and thatthe money used 
in the vain attempt to corner corn had been 
loaned last fall, and was the property of 
firms well able to stand the loss, or the delay 
in receiving the cash. All recent indebted- 
ness, or nearly all, has been amply covered 
by margins. As tothe ‘\issourt Baie divi- 
dend, the opinion is general that the failure 
to declare it was dus toa desire of those in 
control to manipulate the stock market, and 
not to any deficiency in earning. In support 
of this view, the fact is recalled

D. L. Phelan, D. D., of this city as 
his advocate before the court. There was 
nothing in the char against Father Oor- 
bett, and Father lan submitted the case 
onthe evidence and obtained his clients 
discharge. Bishop Bonacum was not satisfied 
with the verdict and me down to st. Louis 
to lay the case before Archbishop Kefirick. 
The matter was only Ay a local nature and 
the Archbishop refused to nt an appeal. 
The matter can now no farther as Arch- 
bishop Kenrick’s decision is final, and it 
could not by any means be ssea over his 
head.

Russia Is Ready to Begin the Move. 
ment of Invasion. 


CAUSE OF THE CZAR’S GREAT HASTE TO 
REACH sr. PETERSBURG. 


The British Fleet Cruising Near the Dar- 
danelles—Anxiety at Constantinople 
France and the German Katser The 
Queen of Spain Preparing for Flight 
Dom Pedro’s Hopes Dashed. 


Lonpon, Sept. 26.—A St. Petersburg dis- 
patch says that while the death of the Grand 
Duchess Alexandra Is the ostensible and suf- 
ficient cause forthe Czar hastening back to 
Russia, yet the hurry of his journey has 
created a general impression inthe Russian 
capital that affairs at Constantinople have a 
great deal to do with the anxiety of the Czar 
to de at home. Everything ts ready for an 
advance dy land and sea toward the Turkish 
capital wheneverj the Czar gives the word 
and there is a nervous feeling that it may be 
given at any moment. 

The Russian army officers are known to be 
anxious forafight, and the present Czar, 
like his predecessors, has always great re- 
spect for army sentiment. It was the Rus- 
sian army, without direct authority from 
the Czar, that nearly brought about a con- 
flict with England in 1875 when the Czar ro- 
pudiated and rewarded the action of his 
officers, and the same desire to measure 
swords and win promotion is stronger than 
ever. 

Advises from Constantinople say the British 
fleet which recently went on a picnic to 
Mitylene has been sailing around Cyprus 
and paid another visit to Alexandria. The 
fleet is said to be again on the way to the 
Dardanelles, but no more picnicking 1 
promised. When the British sailors land 
again, it Is expected that they will be in 
earnest. The Sultan is makingan effort to 
resuscitate his tron clads that have not yet 

become useless from neglect and rust. 

A Paris dispatch says at the close of a wee 
having had for one of its leading politica 
features an explanation that explains noth- 
ing, made by the Turkish Government, 
which, paradoxical as is the fact, finds In its 
fundamental and inherent weakness the 
mainstay ofits influence in the destinies of 
Europe, France is, perhaps, the most tran- 
quil nation on the continent. French states- 
men, politicians and journalists alike,confine 
themselves to the manifestation of a languld 
interest in what the English Tory adminis- 
tration and press may do or say with regard 
tothe pecullarly inconsequential communi- 
cation from Constantinople. The matter 1! 
not one which in any marked degree excite 
interested discussion here. The alleged sen 
timentally peaceful outgtvings of the Ger- 
man Emperor at the table of the Austr 
Archduke. Albrecht, as reported by a Vienr 
correspondent and printed in Paris new 
papers, have fallen quite fat. The onl 
serious comment heard on the reported ut 
terances of the imperial oracle is that th 
power to command peace or wa 
for Europe has passed away from both 
Kaiser and Dreibund. It is true, however 
thatthe gentlemen of the Patriotic League 
and a few more of the members of the govern 
mental party supplement this opinion wit 
the declaration that France and Russia are 
now to the fore and propose to remain there, 
whatever may be the cost. Again, there are 
thousands of thoughtful Frenchmen whod 
cline to believe that a man fit to be the leade 
of the great German people would indulge ! 
such twaddle as has been placed in his mout 
by the English correspondent, 

No incident of the eventful week has mo 
rebounded to the credit of the French people 
than their self-control in view of the war 
like speech of the Grand Duke of Baden.

QUEEN CHRISTINA FEARS THE COMING REVOLD 
TION IN SPAIN. 


MADRID, Sept. 26.--Queen Christina’s pur 
chase ofa splendid estate in the south o 
Italy is considered ominous in connectio 
the repeated rumors of threatened revolution 
in Spain. In Madrid, says a correspondent 
the incident is the leading subject of politica 
gossip, and the Queen’s action is commented 
upon as showing a serious lack of confidence 
in the future. The estate of which the Quee 
Regent has become the owner ts one of th 
finest in Europe, and would bea magnifice 
refuge for an exiled monarch, should Queer 
Christina have the misfortune to follow 
Pedro of Brazil intoexile.
